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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The supplemental amendment submitted on 10/05/09 has been acknowledged. 
Claims 12, 17, 18 and 29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 12, 17 and 18 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 12,17 and 1 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 12, last paragraph, it is stated that "if a deletion means deletes the 

downloaded profile held in said holding means, the image forming apparatus forms the 
image based on the downloaded profile", such "downloaded profile" lacks antecedent 
basis as it has already been deleted. However, "ttie anottier downloaded profile" is 
suggested to correct the antecedent basis problem. Same change is suggested for 
claims 17 and 18. 

4. In claim 17, last paragraph, it is stated that "default profile is set in the rewriting 
step", such "rewriting step", lacks antecedent basis. However, "the setting step" is 
suggested to correct the antecedent basis problem. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 12 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Okazawa (Japanese Publication Number 08-030408 alternatively the USPN 6,493,101 
B1 is used for better translation) and Jackelen et al. (US Patent Number 6,865,354 B2), 
and further in view of Krueger et al. (US Patent Number 7,095,529 B2). 

(1) regarding claim 12: 

As shown in figure 1-4, Okazawa discloses an image forming apparatus for 
forming an image based on a downloaded profile downloaded via a network (figure 2, 
column 5, lines 15-20; note that resource or profile gets downloaded to the 
external device via a communication line), comprising: 

holding means for holding said downloaded profile (116, figure 1, column 5, 
lines 3-6; note that the RAM stores the downloaded information); 

storage means for storing attribute information of a profile (115, figurel; column 
4, lines 64-67; note that the overall control program along with the attribute 
information i.e. font information are stored in ROM); 

deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile held in said holding means if 
it is determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding means is incorrect by 
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said determination means (column 7, lines 10-26; note that the flash ROM is used to 
store the downloaded object and after determining whether or not print data 
output has been completed, it deletes the downloaded object). 

Okazawa discloses all of the subject matter as described as above except for 
specifically teaching determination means for determining whether or not the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means is an incorrect profile by comparing 
attribute information of the downloaded profile set hold in said liolding means with the 
attribute information stored in said storage means and by determining whether or not 
the attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding means has all 
attributes defined in the attribute information stored in said storage means. 

However, Jackelen et al. disclose determination means for determining whether 
or not the downloaded profile held in said holding means is an incorrect profile by 
comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile set held in said iioiding means 
with the attribute information stored in said storage means and by determining whether 
or not the attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding means has 
all attributes defined in the attribute information stored in said storage means (column 
10, line 64-column 11, line 4; note that the print job gets received from the 
network and it gets analyzed. Then the print job attributes get determined to 
check with the available printer resources and capabilities. It then checks if there 
is a mismatch between the downloaded profile or attribute verses the printer 
resource information). 
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Okazawa and Jackelen et al. are combinable because they are from the same 
field of endeavor i.e. printer resources and print job requirement. At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art to have 
determination means for determining whether or not the downloaded profile held in said 
holding means Is an Incorrect profile by comparing attribute Information of the 
downloaded profile set held in said holding means with the attribute information stored 
in said storage means and by determining whether or not the attribute information of the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means has all attributes defined in the attribute 
information stored in said storage means. The suggestion/motivation for doing so would 
have been in order to save time and resources in case of a print job that cannot be run 
and required reconfiguration of the print job attributes or printer resources. Also, in case 
of print job being run on incorrect media or incorrect or no finish requirements for the 
print job to be complete (column 1, lines 40-48). Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to combine Okazawa with Jackelen et al. to obtain the invention as specified in claim 
12. 

Okazawa and Jackelen et al. disclose all of the subject matter as described as 
above except for specifically teaching setting means for setting, by the downloading 
person, a default attribute included in attribute information of another downloaded profile 
which has been held in said holding means, the default attribute indicating the another 
downloaded profile as a default profile, wherein if said deletion means deletes the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means, the image forming apparatus forms the 
image based on the downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the 
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default attribute indicating default profile is set by using said setting means by said 
downloading person. 

However, Krueger et al. disclose setting means for setting, by the downloading 
person, a default attribute included in attribute information of another downloaded profile 
which has been held in said holding means, the default attribute indicating the another 
downloaded profile as a default profile, wherein if said deletion means deletes the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means, the image forming apparatus forms the 
image based on the downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the 
default attribute indicating default profile is set by using said setting means by said 
downloading person (column 6, lines 47-57; note that the queue attributes 
Identified In table 100 can be programmed by a system administrator or similar 
user. Furthermore, in addition to an attribute value, each queue attribute set on 
the queue can be independently assigned a queue qualification of either 
"override" or "default." The value of the queue qualification Is used to determine 
the precedence when reconciling job attributes and queue attributes). 

Okazawa, Jackelen et al. and Krueger et al. are combinable because they are 
from the same field of endeavor i.e. printing and processing data for printing. At the time 
of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art to 
have setting means for setting, by the downloading person, a default attribute included 
in attribute information of another downloaded profile which has been held in said 
holding means, the default attribute indicating the another downloaded profile as a 
default profile, wherein if said deletion means deletes the downloaded profile held in 
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said Inolding means, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on the 
downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the default attribute 
indicating default profile is set by using said setting means by said downloading person. 
The suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been in order to efficiently utilize 
each queue/holding means as a virtual printer wherein sending a print job to a queue 
picks up attributes of the set queue (column 6, lines 55-57). Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to combine Okazawa and Jackelen et al. with Krueger et al. to obtain the 
invention as specified in claim 12. 

(2) regarding claim 17: 

Okazawa further discloses a data processing method for processing by an image 
forming apparatus a downloaded profile downloaded via a network (figure 2, column 5, 
lines 15-20; note that resource or profile gets downloaded to the external device 
via a communication line), comprising: 

a step of holding in the image forming apparatus the downloaded profile (116, 
figure 1, column 5, lines 3-6; note that the RAM stores the downloaded 
Information); 

a step of storing in the image forming apparatus, attribute information of a profile 
in which attributes to be set in the image forming apparatus to form an image are 
defined (115, figurel; column 4, lines 64-67; note that he overall control program 
along with the attribute Information I.e. font Information are stored In ROM); 
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a step of deleting by an image forming apparatus, the downloaded profile held at 
said holding step, if it is determined that the downloaded profile held in said holding step 
is incorrect in said determining step (column 7, lines 10-26; note that the flash ROM 
is used to store the downloaded object and after determining whether or not print 
data output has been completed, it deletes the downloaded object). 

Okazawa discloses all of the subject matter as described as above except for 
specifically teaching a step of determining by an image forming apparatus whether or 
not the downloaded profile held in said holding step is an incorrect profile by comparing 
attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding step with the attribute 
information stored in said storing step and determining whether or not the attribute 
information of the downloaded profile held in said holding step has all attributes defined 
in the attribute information stored in said storing step. 

However, Jackelen et al. disclose determination a step of determining whether or 
not the downloaded profile held in said holding step is an incorrect profile by comparing 
attribute information of the downloaded profile held in said holding step with the attribute 
information stored in said storing step and determining whether or not the attribute 
information of the downloaded profile held in said holding step has all attributes defined 
in the attribute information stored in said storing step (column 10, line 64-column 11, 
line 4; note that the print job gets received from the network and it gets analyzed. 
Then the print job attributes get determined to check with the available printer 
resources and capabilities. It then checks if there is a mismatch between the 
downloaded profile or attribute verses the printer resource information). 
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Okazawa and Jackelen et al. are combinable because they are from the same 
field of endeavor i.e. printer resources and print job requirement. At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art to a step 
of determining whether or not the downloaded profile held in said holding step is an 
incorrect profile by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile held in 
said holding step with the attribute information stored in said storing step and 
determining whether or not the attribute information of the downloaded profile held in 
said holding step has all attributes defined in the attribute information stored in said 
storing step. The suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been in order to save 
time and resources in case of a print job that cannot be run and required reconfiguration 
of the print job attributes or printer resources. Also, in case of print job being run on 
incorrect media or incorrect or no finish requirements for the print job to be complete 
(column 1 , lines 40-48). Therefore, it would have been obvious to combine Okazawa 
with Jackelen et al. to obtain the invention as specified in claim 17. 

Okazawa and Jackelen et al. disclose all of the subject matter as described as 
above except for specifically teaching a step of setting, setting means for setting, by an 
image forming apparatus on the instruction of a downloading person, a default attribute 
included in attribute information of another downloaded profile which has been held in 
said holding step, the default attribute indicating the another downloaded profile as a 
default profile, wherein if the downloaded profile held in said holding step is deleted at 
said deleting step, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on the 
downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the default attribute 
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indicating default profile is set in the rewriting step based on instruction of a 
downloading person. 

However, Krueger et al. disclosed a step of setting, setting means for setting, by 
an image forming apparatus on the instruction of a downloading person, a default 
attribute included in attribute information of another downloaded profile which has been 
held in said holding step, the default attribute indicating the another downloaded profile 
as a default profile, wherein if the downloaded profile held in said holding step is deleted 
at said deleting step, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on the 
downloaded profile having the attribute information in which the default attribute 
indicating default profile is set in the rewriting step based on instruction of a 
downloading person (column 6, lines 47-57; note that the queue attributes 
identified in table 100 can be programmed by a system administrator or similar 
user. Furthermore, in addition to an attribute value, each queue attribute set on 
the queue can be independently assigned a queue qualification of either 
"override" or "default." The value of the queue qualification is used to determine 
the precedence when reconciling job attributes and queue attributes). 

Okazawa, Jackelen et al. and Krueger et al. are combinable because they are 
from the same field of endeavor i.e. printing and processing data for printing. At the time 
of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art 
wherein, if said deletion means deletes the downloaded profile held in said holding 
means, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on another downloaded 
profile held in said holding means, which is set as a default profile by a downloading 
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person. The suggestion/motivation fordoing so would have been in order to efficiently 
utilize each queue/holding means as a virtual printer wherein sending a print job to a 
queue picks up attributes of the set queue (column 6, lines 55-57). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to combine Okazawa and Jackelen et al. with Krueger et al. to 
obtain the invention as specified in claim 17. 

7. The proposed combination of Okazawa and Jackelen et al. with Krueger et al. 
explained in the rejection of apparatus and method claims 12 and 17, renders obvious 
the steps of the computer-readable storage medium claim of 18 because these 

steps occur in the operation of the proposed combination as discussed above. Thus, the 
arguments similar to that presented above for claims 12 and 17 are equally applicable 
to claims 18. 

8. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Okazawa 
(Japanese Publication Number 08-030408 alternatively the USPN 6,493,101 B1 is used 
for better translation), Jackelen et al. (US Patent Number 6,865,354 B2), and Krueger et 
al. (US Patent Number 7,095,529 B2) and further in view of Stocks (US Patent Number 
5,881,209). 

(1) regarding claim 29: 

Okazawa and Jackelen et al. disclose all of the subject matter as described as 
above except for specifically teaching wherein if said deletion means deletes the 
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downloaded profile held in said holding means, the image forming apparatus forms the 
image based on any one of the downloaded profiles having the attribute information in 
which the attribute indicating default profile is set by using said setting means or said 
shipment default profile which includes attributes indicating default profile and is 
inhibited to be set by said setting means. 

However, Krueger et al. disclosed wherein if said deletion means deletes the 
downloaded profile held in said holding means, the image forming apparatus forms the 
image based on any one of the downloaded profiles having the attribute information in 
which the attribute indicating default profile is set by using said setting means or said 
shipment default profile which includes attributes indicating default profile and is 
inhibited to be set by said setting means (column 6, lines 47-57; note that the queue 
attributes identified in table 100 can be programmed by a system administrator or 
similar user. Furthermore, in addition to an attribute value, each queue attribute 
set on the queue can be independently assigned a queue qualification of either 
"override" or "default." The value of the queue qualification is used to determine 
the precedence when reconciling job attributes and queue attributes). 

Okazawa, Jackelen et al. and Krueger et al. are combinable because they are 
from the same field of endeavor i.e. printing and processing data for printing. At the time 
of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art 
wherein if said deletion means deletes the downloaded profile held in said holding 
means, the image forming apparatus forms the image based on any one of the 
downloaded profiles having the attribute information in which the attribute indicating 
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default profile is set by using said setting means or said shipment default profile which 
includes attributes indicating default profile and is inhibited to be set by said setting 
means. The suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been in order to efficiently 
utilize each queue/holding means as a virtual printer wherein sending a print job to a 
queue picks up attributes of the set queue (column 6, lines 55-57). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to combine Okazawa and Jackelen et al. with Krueger et al. to 
obtain the invention as specified in claim 29. 

Okazawa, Jackelen et al. and Krueger et al. disclosed most of the subject matter 
as described as above wherein said holding means holds a shipment default profile 
which is set at the time of shipment from a factory and attribute information of said 
shipment default profile which includes an attribute indicating default profile and is 
inhibited to be set by said setting means. 

Stocks disclosed wherein said holding means holds a shipment default profile 
which is set at the time of shipment from a factory and attribute information of said 
shipment default profile which includes an attribute indicating default profile and is 
inhibited to be set by said setting means (column 2, lines 10-15; note that It has been 
found, however, that certain color matching models, such as the default color 
matching model shipped provided color devices produced by Apple Computer, 
Incorporated, located in Cupertino, Calif., are not well suited to converting from 
one color space to another, particularly with respect to printers). 

Okazawa, Jackelen et al. Krueger et al. and Stocks are combinable because they 
are from the same field of endeavor i.e. printing and processing data for printing. At the 
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time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the 
art wherein said holding means holds a shipment default profile which is set at the time 
of shipment from a factory and attribute information of said shipment default profile 
which includes an attribute indicating default profile and is inhibited to be set by said 
setting means. The suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been in order to 
provide the best results profile information needs to be optimized for the particular color 
matching model in use (column 2, lines 7-10). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
combine Okazawa, Jackelen et al. and Krueger et al. with Stocks to obtain the invention 
as specified in claim 29.
